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ORFHAN SCHOOL EXAM1NATION.
Interesting Exercises at Mount Joy Yester-

The annual examination of the soldiers’
orphans under instruction in the state
school at Mount Joy, this county, was
made yesterddy. Profs. Houck and Beis-
tle. of the state department, assisted by
Prof. Byerly, of Millersville, Prof. Geist,
of Marietta, and others, conducted the in-
quiry into the intellectual, moral
and physical progress of the children dur-
ing the past vear, with altogether satisfac-
tory resuits. The exercises were opened
at 8:30 a. m., by Rev. Mr. Doyle, of the
United Brethren church, who, it will be
remembered, was formerly a Greenback
member of the Peunsylvania Legslature
from Blair county. The first part of the
forenoon session was devoted to the pri-
mary classes. In their studies, reading,
arithmetic, spelling and general informa-
tion, the little ones answered readily, and
showed by their answers that they had
been led to think for themselves, The
classes next in grade occupied the remain-
der of the forenoon session. In reading,
arithmetic, ete., they showed considerable
knowledge, as well as in the boundaries of
statos, location of geographical points and
the various forms of government of for-
eign countries. During noon intermis-
sion the boys were drilled by boy
ofiicers in the tield evolutions and manual
of arms. Their soldier-like appearance
and precision in each and every movement
merited the praises bestowed by the spec-
tators.  In the afternoon the higher grades
were examined in reading, arithmetie, ge-
ography, history, grammar, literature, ete.
Their answers were ready and to the point
indicatinga full understanding of the va-
riovus subjects under consideration. Inthe
history of our country all the principal
cevents were well fixed in the minds of the
pupils, The causes and results of each
war, the effects they produced on the
country ; the rebellion and its various
phases, the principal actors and their
achievements, all were fully commented
upon and easily given. Diffieult problems
in arithmetic and algebra were easily
solved. Good solutions, clear and concise,
were given for each problem. The practi-
cal part of arithmetic received consider-
able attention, and the pupils here dis-
played their knowledze of business. In
this par icular they did well.  All are well
posted in English literature ; the different
anthors ; their writings and extracts from
many pieces—both pocetry and prose.

Theschool rooms were nicely decorated
with bunting and greens. Everything was
in gowd comlition. The copy-books, draw-
ing-books and book-keeping accounts were
carefully examined and pronounced excel-
lent.

The works of the educational depart-
ment has been thorough and the interest
the pupils took in answering questions
proves that they are anxious to learn. In
the building, grounds, ete., everything is
in exeellent condition, the bed rooms, and
hedding neat and tidy, and the grounds in
splendid form.,

The exercises closed at 6 p. m. Specches
congratulating the children on their suc-
cessfnl examination, excellent behavior,
smiling faces, urging them on to greater
exertions, so as to become useful men and
women, were made by Profs. IMTonck,
Beistle, Stewart and Geist, and State
Treasurer Butler. There were many visi-
tors from the town and neighborhood.

THE GEOLOGY OFLANCANTER COU NTYX.

Result of Prof. Persifor Frazer's Survey.

We are indebted to Thomas B. Cochran,
esq., for a copy of *“ The Geology of Lan-
caster County,” being a volume of 350
pages, containing very fall and detailed
reports of the general geology of Lancaster
county, township geology, mining indus-
tries, temperature of springs, analyses of
ores, rocks and minerals,eatalogue of spec-
imens collected during the survey, notes
on the copper ores of the United Stutes
and many other matters of deep interest to
the student of geology. The work is
admirably printed and isembellished with a
colored map of the state,showing the areas
surveyed from 1874 to 1879 inclusive, and
a large number of colored plates showing
the rock formation in different sections of
the county. Amongthese are representa-
tions of the Indian seulpture on the Sus-
quehanna opposite Bald Friar, near the
Maryland line, views of the Chiques rock.
view of a vein ol trap on the Columbia and
Port Deposit railroad, at Wilhamson’s
Point, magnified scetion of a piece of trap,
fossils from Frazer's point, Md., view of
the slate quarries and outerop of trap at
Devil's Den, near Gettysburg. A copious
index accompanies the work. The volume
is one of a series, published by the state,
giving the result of very careful surveys
made by a large crops of experienced offi-
cers.

A Snake Story.

The Lebanon Courier says: * They
have big snakes down about where Lan-
caster and Lebanon countics come togeth-
cr—at least we have heard stories about
the serpents there that jugtify such an
opinion. We remember to have heard an
aged resident of that locality tell of hav-
ingr seen black snakes running along the
top of a fence, and they were longer than
the rails. And the same old runners, or
their descendants, seem still to be in the
tocality. It is said that Jacob Hauck,
living near Cocalico postoffice, was at-
tacked last Thursday by three black snakes
while walking through a meadow near his
home, and there is no knowing what
might have been the end of it had not two
wood-choppers come to his assistance and
dispatched the snakes, the largerst of
which measured six feet and cightinches.”

B. YECEER’s EUROPEAN TRIP,
Six Weeks in the OM Countries and on the

Ocean

Mr. B. Yecker, proprietor of Fulton
opera house, returned to this city last
night from New York, where he landed
yesterday morning on his return from his
European trip, in which he was accom-
panied by his son Victor Yecker, who has
tarried for a few days’ sojourn on the sea
coast before he gets back to Lancaster.
Mr. B. Yecker is as brown as a berry and
looks very well. Ie was much delighted
with his trip, and readily gave an INTEL-
LIGENCER reporter a sketch of the many
points of interest which he * took in”
while abroad.

Leaving New York on June 3, in the
Alabama, of the State line, he arrived in
Glasgzow on the 17th. Ile was sick halfa
day and Victor was sick for two days on
the voyaze. Next day he went to London
and during the briel stay therehe visited
St. Paul's, the Museum, Westminister
Abbey, Windsor Castle, the Prince Albert
memorial, the Queen's garden, King of
Ilolland’s residence, Zoological garden,
House of Lords, the opera at the Grand
opera house and other points of interest.
London scemed more like New York than
any city he visited. On Sunday the shops
and restaurants were open only from 1 to
3 p.m. DPrices at lTer Majesty's theatre
are higher then at Fulton hall, as it cost
£5.25 to get a parquette seat to hear Nils-
son in grand opera.

e left London on the 22d for Brussels,
and crossed the straits without discomfort ;
dined at Brussels and was much pleased
with its beantiful appearance ; visited the
Hotel de Ville. cathedral and national
exhibition, wlfich resembled our Centen-
nial.

Left for Cologne at 5 p. m.,arriving there
at 11:30. The Cologne cathedral attracted
his special interest; thence to Bonn and
on the Rhine to Mainz, past Coblentz and
the beauty and grandeur of the Rhine
scenery. At Mainz he viewed the cathe-
dral and attended the markets with their
quaint features ; thence to Weiss Baden,
a fine clean city with 50,000 people, drank
water from the bhoiling well, visited the
gardens, and met the brothers of Philip
Hahn and Adam Finger, of this city, who
reside thare.

From there Mr. Yecker went to Frank-
fort where amid the music and other at-
tractions of the gardens he had a fine time,
He reached Heidelberg on the 26th, view-
ed its eastle ruins, famous wine cask,
apand seenery and university life. Thenee
he went to Strasburg, attended vespers in
the great eathedral, looked at the clock,
mounted the towers and saw the fortifica-
tions ; next went to Guebweiler, and saw
Iilaire Zacpfel's brother, and from thence
to Regisheim, where Mr. Yecker’s sister
resides. On the 29th he arrived at Hertz-
falden, his birthplace, which he found
almost unchanged since he left it thirty-
two years ago. Afterwards he visited
Milhausen, Basle, and leaving Germany
behind him, came to Paris, reaching there
on July 2.

In that great centre of fashion and art
e visited all the famous resorts of tourists
and objects of historical interest, especial-
ly the plaees of popular amnsement which
had unusnal interest for him. With the
features of Paris that are of world-wide
fame he was much pleased ; he viewed its
landmarks with great interest and its
art galleries, suburbs, palaces stores,
arches, monuments and ruins.
Returning Mr. Yecker again visit-
ed London, remained there on July Gth
and Tth, wvisiting the Royal Strand
theatre, the Tower and Crystal Palace.
Thenee he went to Edinburgh and had a
good time there. Bailing for America on
the Indiana he left Glasgow at 1 p. m., on
July 9 and had an interesting trip home-
ward, getting a sight at whales and ice-
bergs, dense fogs, Newfoundland fisher-
men adrift, lost and hungry, and having
the =hip’s company startled by one of the
stecrage passengers jumping overboard
and drowning himself.

HOTEL BUERNED.

Fire in Drumore Centre Last Evening—Other
Items of Interest in the Lower End.

Last evening about 6 o’clock the hotel at
Drumore Centre took fire from, as far as
can be learned, some unknown cause, and
burned completely to the ground. A great
many people collected from the neighbor-
borhood and fortunately succeeded in
saving all the contents of the house, and
protecting the surrounding buildings from
the flames. Insured in the Southern Mu-
tual of Lancaster county for $2,000.

This hotel was one of the best known
stands in the lower end, though owing to
the remonstrance of the neighbors no
license was granted the present occupants
last year, and the application for 1880 is
still pending in court. The widow of the
late Henry Eckman and her son have re-
sided there for years past, and the title to
the property has becn recently in young
Eckman, though Mr. Sanders McCullough,
of Oxford, has had a lien upon the prop-
erty for well-nigh as much as its valae,
which probably exceeds the insurance.

The building was a two story frame
structure at the cross roads, on the Lan-
caster and Port Deposit road, a mile this
side of Chestnut Level. Across the way
is alot of frame sheddingz; near by are
some shops, and at some distance the hall
of the Washington lodge A. Y. M., with a
store in the first story. Owing to the
contention over licensing the stand it is
not likely that the building will be rebuilt
for hotel purposes.

Searching for the Bodles of the Dead.

JErseyY City, N. J,, July 22.—At S£80
o'clock last night, as the workmen were
trying to put the cylinder end of the
pump in position over the shaft, it fell
from the beams upon which it rested into
the shaft, in consequence of which work
had to be suspended until a diver could go
down the shaft and find the cylinder. It
being impossible to get a diver before this
morning, no work was done after 9 o’clock
last nmight. At 7 o'clock this morning
Joseph Woonberg, the diver, went down
the shaft and at 9 o'clock found the
cylinder, when work was immediately
commenced to put it in position.

The officers of the company state that if
the eylinder end shallbe kept in position
without any further extraordinary delay,
the water will be taken out by a late hour
in the afternoon, and the bodies reached
by early evening.

A MERO AND A MARTYR.

How Peter Woedland Met His Death.
mﬂuﬂhﬂt&amj t of the terrible
accident at Jersey yesterday
mention is made of the bra?:!y of Peter
Woodland, who was in charge of the work-
men there. It seems, by other accounts
of the affair, that he met his death with
the courage of a hero and the firmness of
a4 martyr. Of the twenty-eight men at
work fourteen had been out for lunch and
the others were about to go ; had the lat-
terd;;nyedhaa pl;l;u:il-ts the accident would
not have hap . for the fatal leak,

which was discovered just too late, mi

easily have been s il discov in
time. As they lu.):rizd)gethr. just at the
moment of shifting, a liar hissing
sound was heard with which all were fa-
miliar. It meant a leak, and a leak meant
death.

“Back, and stop the leak!” shouted
Woodland, and the order was obeyed al-
most before it was given, every man
springing at once to the place of extreme

; r. Every man went to work to stop
the leak with his life in his hand.

The rift that one man could have stopped
at the right moment was now wide enough
for the foul current of corruption and
death to tflow in from the river bottom, and
the only safety was in flight. BDetween the
spot where they were and the open airthere
were two locked doors, only one of which
could be opened at onee. The little rift
above them became a chasm. The eom-
pressed air escaped until there was no

longer pressure  enough from within
to maintain the portion of unfinish-
ed work. It broke, aml water and

mud closed in aronnd them. The electric
light by which they worked was extin-
guished. All was darkness. Fven flight
had in a moment become a doubtful prob-
lem. Woodland's quick order to work
had come too late, and" he ealled the re-
treat as promptly as he ordered the ad-
vance. ** Quick, boys, get into the lock,”
he shouted, and instead of passing in
among the first he stood by the door help-
ing one after another in.

Eight men passed. They were not yet
safe. If the others ecould get in and the
inner door of the lock could be closed before
the falling debris (for everything around
them was falling by that time) should
block the way they would be almost safe.
But as the ninth man was entering the
lock the awful weight of the mud and
water fell against the door, pinning him
so fast that nothing could have freed him
in time.

The door was fagst. One man was fas-
tened in the doorway between the other
ninetcen and their last chaace of life. The
eight in the lock werethus almost lost, for
there was no longer a chance to close the
inner door and the floed was on them.
Swiftly the water rushed into the lock, the
flood rose knee deep where they stood, and
the air was compressed by all the pressure
of the rise above them in the little cham-
ber, the door of which was securely
fastened against them. They could not
open this door nor could they break it
from the inside. Bat in the lock were two
dead lights of massive glass, eizht inches
in diameter, and these the men knew were
to be broken as a last resmt. Woodland
called on them to keep cool and as he
stood quietly by the door he inspired them
with courage. Poor Anderson, erushed
by the door, eailed for help and three
of the men caught him by the hair amd
neck and pulled ; but every movement was
agony to the man, and he wailed piteously
to be let alone. As the water rose Woad-
land ordered the eight to stop the erack
of the door which shut off eommunieation
between them and him and  destroyed his
last hope. They hesitated ; he repeated the
brave order. The men stripped, packed
the erack of the door with their elothes,
and the portion that Anderson’s body did
not fill was closed and the rapid increase
of the water checked.

Throngh the bull's eye one of the men
saw Wouodland amd the dim fizaures of
their fellow workmen behind him. lle
shonted the order: *““*Break open the
bull's-eye.” They hesitated for they knew
it was sure andd sudden death to him. e
suw them pause amnd his order again came :
“ Knock out the bull’s eye ; knock it out,
I say ;" amd then the stern voiee faltered
a little, as he added **amd do what you
can for the rest of us,”

Blow upon blow fell on the thick ghss,
and was answered from the outsilde by two
men who had by this time arrived with
crowbars. The glass flew out and the eold
air rushed in.  Michael Birdsall, a wateh-
man, and Michael Hurley, a Iaborer,
braced themselves on the outside and
started the door a little; then the
frenzied men on the inside (for the water
was bubbling about their shoulders now)
caught the ivon edyge and pulled with all
their strength: The door flew open awd
with the rush of air came the rush of
water. Eight naked men were harled into
the working shaft and, together with the
two rescuers, they harried up the ladder to
the groundl. Behind them, bepeath the
water that boiled and seethed in the early
morning light, were the bodies of their
nineteen comrades amd the hero, Wouod-
land.
